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LITTLE bird whispered it. The winds breathed it. The ends of the twigs of the trees pos- 


sess a tip and they passed it on. The Journal does no: vouch for the authenticity of thx 
statement, but it stands nine chances in ten uf being true. 


What could make of Reno a town of twenty thousand population? 
Two competing transcontinental lines of railroad. That is what this city will have within 


a \ear. This mean* terminal rates. It means larger shops than are dreamed of by the fondest 
illusionist. 
It means great wholesale houses. It means large manufactories. It means stately 


buildings, magnificently paved streets, business quickening, inrush of population and capital. 
It means another Denver of the West. 


Watch the signs of the times. Observe the omens. 
Study the evidences that are being 


presented. Out Quincy way five large surveying parties are driving stakes, rushing with feverish haste 
from the Sacramento valley to coveted P>cc :with pass. 
This is the only natural gateway of the moun- 


tains. Mr. (ioul(l and Mr. Harriman both are striving to lay their steel across the low divide where tun- 
nels are not needed and snowsheds would be a waste of money. 


Fro'n P."cl;with pass the objective pass is the Truckee meadows and the city of Reno. 
Then t" ihe eastward. Only one railroad cm be built down the Truckee gorge. The Southern 1'a- 


cific company now make< figure- of eight, doubling back and.forth across the river. When it secured the 
new right of way it did not abardun the old. Mr. Harriman says to Mr. Gould, " No thoroughfare." 


Where, then, can Mr. (lould go to reach Salt Lake, the gateway to the east? He has hut one outlet,

ftct, the first intimation that Mr. Gould would build across Beckwith summit was published in this paper. 
It appeared in The Journal two weeks before_the San Francisco papers dropped to the facts in the case. 


Now The Journal is again first in the disseminat ion of a news item that means more for this city and 


for western Nevada than Tonopah, much as the latter has done and will do. 


From Beckwith a preliminary line has already been run to Reno. In the main it follows the line of the 


iVevada-California-Oregon railroad, but it saves a number of miles by tunneling from the Heinz to the 
Lemmons ranch and following the eastern base of Peavine, thus avoiding the heavy Rock Springs grade. 


The Gould line will have a local terminal at the i ntersection of Lake and Fourth streets, or there- 


abouts. 
^ 


Mr. Harriman in the meantime is not idle. He has also his surveying parties in the field. They de- 


sire to save the terrible grades and expensive snowsheds along their present route, where the crossing is 
two thousand feet above Beckwith pass. These two thousand feet cost the Southern Pacific company 
double the operating expenses of the proposed line in employes' salaries alone. Their trains are cut to 
about fifteen cars and an extra brakeman is employed. The grade of the new line would permit the carry- 
ing of thirty-five cars with a single locomotive. Thi nk what this saving would amount to in a year. 


The Journal has seen the blue prints of the Peavine survey. The engineers were in the employ of H. 


-v. 1 hitters of Constantia, who certainly was acting for a transcontinental railway corporation. 


There is a vague rumor that one of the roads m ay take the Spanish Springs valley route to Beck- 


with, thus cutting out Reno, but this is impracticable. The Journal dispatched a reporter over that route 
several days, ago, and from a layman's point of view the line is impossible. 
The valleys that lie be- 


i ween Vista and Beckwith summit are not connected, but are separated by divides that would require miles 
o;" tunnels or impracticable grades to surmount. 


At all events Reno should keep its ear to the ground, listening for railroad rumbles. There are things 


<i >ing that will make of this city a great junction point and a metropolis of the west. 


As the facts in the caste materialize The Journal will keep its readers posted.
